The effect of the new law 
is that in over 100 towns in 
Massachusetts local election dates 
have had to be changed, breaking a 
tradition that goes back over 200 
years. 

Esther Russell, Town Clerk, had 
prepared a new schedule for the 
selectmen to consider. It was 
adopted without too much discus- 
sion. 

The warrant for the annual town 
meeting will close January 5th. 
This is no change. 

The election will be on February 
7th. This is a change. It will be the 
first part of the annual Town

The adjourned Town Meeting 
will begin. as usual, on the second 
Saturday in March. No change. It 
will be held, as usual, in the High 
School gymnasium.

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The “‘snob zoning”’ housing 


There is, today, under active con- 
sideration, an offer for the Town of 
Wilmington to purchase the land down by 
the Ipswich River where the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals has granted the right to 
erect low cost apartment housing, under 
the provisions of the Snob Zoning act, so- 
called: 

The offer, if accepted, would have the 
town purchase the property, which of 
course would put an end to any housing 
that might be built there unless the town 
should choose to, through the Housing 
Authority or by other means. 

The passage of the legislation did not 
excite many persons in this town. It‘was 
only when it appeared that there might 
be construction of apartment housing 
that opposition appeared. Some of that 
opposition was racist in character 
Much was made of the fact that 1000 per- 
sons signed an ‘‘anti"’ petition. Nothing 
was said of the fact that there are 8000 
voters, so that it follows that 7000 did not 
sign 

Purchasing the land would not remove 
the ‘‘danger’’ of low cost housing, under 
the Snob Zoning act. The same propo- 
nent, or another, could shift the 
emphasis to another area, and the same 
thing would. happen again. The Board of 
Appeals would have to grant the appeal, 

if it happened to be well presented. 

This must be borne in mind. Getting

rid of the presently approved area would 
not bury the question. 

And, if another proposal were to be 
made, it could be ‘‘worse’’ in character, 
and would have to be accepted 

The only real criticism against the pre- 
sent proposal, insofar as the law goes to- 
day, is that the town fathers did not push 
for a sewer which would service the 
general public, instead of one which 
would serve only the apartment housing 
proposed. 

In the opinion of this column, this was 
a serious error ‘ 

As things now stand, it is impossible 
for the company involved to get the 
necessary financing in Massachusetts. 
There is also a Federal financing 
available, which possibly may be 
applicable, but nothing has been proven 

But, on the theory that it is better to 
have the devil you know instead of one 
that is unknown, the people of 
Wilmington should not be too hasty about 
buying land, just to prevent that kind of 
housing. 

Buying that land merely means that 
someone else can make the same 
proposals, perhaps not as well thought 
out, for some other part of the town. 
Socially, conditions could be worse, and 
the town would have a debt of some 
thousands or hundreds of thousands of 

dollars to pay.

smell." The smell that made his 
daughter sick, he told the 
selectmen 

Latta told the selectmen that the 
“stench is terrible.” According to 
Latta the odor causing agents were 
being released at night ‘when the 
wind was right.” 

Latta was willing to volunteer 
four or five hours a week, to 
operate any equipment that might 
be set up by. the town to detect 
odors. He described a house with 
white shingles. in which the paint 
was turning brown, apparently the 
result of chemical action 

A monitoring system would be 
set up, the selectmen promised. 
Selectman Miceli promised to ‘‘do 
it good,” and he went further to 
describe something, possible 
related to the problem being dis- 
cussed, or possible to another 
problem, in which he described ‘a 
big black cloud, at 11 p.m.” 

Selectman George Boylen, who 
is a chemist at M.I.T. and an 
acknowledged authority on some 
aspects of chemical odors, 
described the measures taken in 
one of the local plants, to combat 
odors. 

The plant, Boylen said, had in- 
stalled a “scrubber” to get rid of 
odors. It was, Boylen said, expen- 
sive. The scrubber was also ex- 
plained to the selectmen by 
Molander 

Boylen said that monitoring 
equipment could be obtained, but 
that it isn't easy. Gas could be 
trapped, and brought to the 
laboratory where he could analyze 
it. He used the words ‘Gas 
Chromograph"’ in describing the 
process 

Molander also had words about 
the agent for the Board of Health 
He described an incident which, he 
said, took place on a Saturday 
morning. Molander said that there 
were doors of one plant open when 
they should not have been open 
According to him, the agent of the 
Board of Health was with him at 
the time 

The selectmen promised that 
there would be a meeting for the 
selectmen, Health Agent, Chair- 
man of the Board of Health, and of- 
ficials or other representatives of 
the three plants. Mr. Gillis. the 
yehairman, described the proposed 
meeting as one “‘where we can get 
together."’ He did not set a time 

Latta was skeptical about such a 
meeting. ‘They will snow us un- 
der with figures’ he predicted 

Miceli reminded Latta that. if no 
agreement could be reached. then 
he. Latta. and others could file a 
“Taxpayers Suit’’ in court 

The fourth firm mentioned by 
Molander. said to be down on In- 
dustrial Way, will be inspected to « 
determine if any violation of the 
law exists, Gillis promised 


Ethyl! Acrylate 


seems to be the villian 


The source of some odors, about 
which a complaint was made to the 
selectmen Monday evening, seems 
to be Ethyl Acrylate, a liquid 
which is used, among other things, 
in the manufacture of water based 
house paint. 

A few weeks ago a truck spilled 
some ethyl acrylate down on Route 
128, and the resulting odors were 
the subject of much comment by 
the press and radio. Since then 
people who know of the chemical 
call it ‘‘the 128 odor,” 

There are a number of plants in 
the area, not necessarily in 
Wilmington, which use ethyl 
acrylate regularly. Of course, 
they are very careful about spills, 
but sometimes spills do occur. 


Fred Cain lost 20 


According to one chemist, the 
odor is troublesome, but not in- 
jurious. There is no question about 
beingtroublesome, he told the 
Town Crier. 

He said that sometimes trucks, 
making deliveries, will spill ethyl 
acrylate, and the odor will hang 
around for days. Such an event 
could have happened, he said, last 
week, down on Eames Street. One 
quart of the liquid would make 
quite a stench, and the odor would 
remain for several days. Depen- 
ding on where people were, they 
would be led to believe that they 
were experiencing separate in- 
cidents which really could have 
been from one source.

The little big bank. 
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The “snob zoning’ housing 


There is, today, under active con- 
sideration, an offer for the Town of 
Wilmington to purchase the land down by 
the Ipswich River where the Wilmington 
Board of Appeals has granted the right to 
erect low cost apartment housing, under 
the provisions of the Snob Zoning act, so- 
called. 

The offer, if accepted, would have the 
town purchase the property, which of 
course would put an end to any housing 
that might be built there unless the town 
should choose to, through the Housing 
Authority or by other means. 

The passage of the legislation did not 
excite many persons in this town. It was 
only when it appeared that there might 
be construction of apartment housing 
that opposition appeared. Some of that 
opposition was racist in character. 
Much was made of the fact that 1000 per- 
sons signed an ‘‘anti’’ petition. Nothing 
was Said of the fact that there are 8000 
voters, so that it follows that 7000 did not 
sign. 

Purchasing the land would not remove 
the ‘‘danger’’ of low cost housing, under 
the Snob Zoning act. The same propo- 
nent, or another, could shift the 
emphasis to another area, and the same 
thing would happen again. The Board of 
Appeals would have to grant the appeal, 

if it happened to be well presented. 

This must be borne in mind. Getting

rid of the presently approved area would 
not bury the question. 

And, if another proposal were to be 
made, it could be ‘‘worse”’ in character, 
and would have to be accepted. 

The only real criticism against the pre- 
sent proposal, insofar as the law goes to- 
day, is that the town fathers did not push 
for a sewer which would service the 
general public, instead of one which 
would serve only the apartment housing 
proposed. 

In the opinion of this column, this was 
a serious error. 

As things now stand, it is impossible 
for the company involved to get the 
necessary financing in Massachusetts. 
There is also a Federal financing 
available, which possibly may be 
applicable, but nothing has been proven. 

But, on the theory that it is better to 
have the devil you know instead of one 
that is unknown, the people of 
Wilmington should not be too hasty about 
buying land, just to prevent that kind of 
housing. 

Buying that land merely means that 
someone else can make the same 
proposals, perhaps not as well thought 
out, for some other part of the town. 
Socially, conditions could be worse, and 
the town would have a debt of some 
thousands or hundreds of thousands of 

dollars to pay.

NX monitoring system would be

Selectman George Boylen, who 
is a chemist at M.I.T. and an 
acknowledged authority on some 
aspects of chemical odors, 
described the measures taken in 
one of the local plants, to combat 
odors. 

The plant, Boylen said, had in- 
stalled a ‘‘scrubber"’ to get rid of 
odors. It was, Boylen said, expen- 
sive. The scrubber was also ex- 
plained to the selectmen by 
Molander. 

Boylen said that monitoring 
equipment could be obtained, but 
that it isn't easy. Gas could be 
trapped. and brought to the 
laboratory where he could analyze 
it. He used the words ‘Gas 
Chromograph” in describing the 
process 

Molander also had words about 
the agent for the Board of Health. 
He described an incident which, he 
sdid. took place on a Saturday 
morning. Molander said that there 
were doors of one plant open when 
they should not have been open 
According to him, the agent of the 
Board of Health was with him at 
the time 

The selectmen promised that 
there would be a meeting for the 
selectmen, Health Agent, Chair- 
man of the Board of Health, and of- 
ficials or other representatives of 
the three plants.

Ethyl Acrylate 


seems to be the villian 


The source of some odors, about 
which a complaint was made to the 
selectmen Monday evening, seems 
to be Ethyl Acrylate, a liquid 
which is used, among other things, 


in the manufacture of water based ~ 


house paint. 

A few weeks ago a truck spilled 
some ethyl acrylate down on Route 
128, and the resulting odors were 
the subject of much comment by 
the press and radio. Since then 
people who know of the chemical 
call it ‘the 128 odor.” 

There are a number of plants in 
the area, not necessarily in 
Wilmington, which use ethy! 
acrylate regularly. Of course, 
they are very careful about spills, 
but sometimes spills do occur.

According to one chemist, the 

odor is troublesome, but not in- 
jurious. There is no question about 
beingtroublesome, he told the 
Towg Crier. 
He said that sometimes trucks, 
making deliveries, will spill ethy! 
acrylate, and the odor will hang 
around for days. Such an event 
could have happened, he said, last 
week, down on Eames Street. One 
quart of the liquid would make 
quite a stench, and the odor would 
remain for several days. Depen- 
ding on where people were, they 
would be led to believe that they 
were experiencing separate in- 
cidents which really could have 
been from one source.
